After ten days of rumors and speculations about the 
purges of radical elements in the Chinese leadership, the 
world still has not heard any official announcement from 
Peking. Although no one doubts that the general direction 
of therecent pollitical movement ls turning against Chairman 
Mao's widow, Chiang Ching, details of the leadership shake- 
up are difficult to sort out. 

It is a known fact that many people in China resented 
the ultra-leftist direction and the excesses of the Cultural 
Revolution. The downfall of Lin Piao seemed to bring 
satisfaction to a portion of the population which thought 
that he was the main culprit， 瑞 owever，we who live out- 
Side of China keep hearing reports of conflicts between the 
So-called moderates and the ultra-leftists in the Chinese 
leadership. The riots at Tienanmen Square during the 
traditional Chinese memorial festival of Ch?ingming in 
early April testified to the unrest in China。，Coupled with 
the recent reports，we can safely say that the majority of 
the Chinese leadership as well as the masses sided with the 
jate Premiler Chou En-lai and his followers. 

The latest demonstration in Shanghai and other Chinese 
cities against the ultra-leftist leaders could be a real expres- 
sion of the people. 上 oreigm journalists said that the crowd 
was singing and dancing. Though little ls known about 
Premier Hua Kuo-feng, much of Chiang Ching's background 
1S public knowledge. With the probable exception of a 
handful of radicals, little affection js shown toward her by 
the Chinese both in and outside of China. 

The downfall of the ultra-leftists could bring real joy to 
the Chinese.

District (SFCCD) Board of Gover- 
nors on October 12 to reject sta 插 
recommendations for seven full- 


time teaching-appointments. They- 


denounced the recommendation 
that 6 white and 1 Chinese 
teachers be appointed to perman- 
ent English as a Second Language 
(ESL) teaching positions at the 
Elemany Adult Center which 
includes all Chinatown-based 
classes. 

The resolutionmrtorappointrthese 
ESL teachers was discussed at the 
September 7 board meeting. After 
community outcry of discrimina- 
tory hiring practices，the SFCCD 
Board tabled the 
recommendations and called for 
an _ investigation of the interview 
procedures. ( 卫 /W 9/15/76) 

INVESTICATION 

One month of investigation by 
the administration did not alter 
the original recommendations 'to 
hire the seven 'teachers. SFCCD 
administration insisted. that the 
hiring Procedure was fair 
equal for all applicants. SFCCD 
personnel policy calls for equal 
representation of administration， 
faculty，and students on all inter- 
view panels. 

However，at these meetings， 
SECCD administration admitted 
that different hiring procedures 
were tsed this last summer to 
Screen 了 SL teachers for the 
Alemany and Mission Adult 
Centers， despite central office 
intent and advertisement that the 
district's interview procedure had 
been centralized . 

“The rights of Chinese 
American applicants were viola- 
ted _ because of irregular hiring 
procedures,” charged Alicia

e If those who forget the past 
are condemned to repeat it, thank 
goodness for documentaries jlike 
“Hollywood on Trial” that do not 
allow us to forget the past， The 
anti-Communist frenzy of the late 
1940's and the 1950s is recon- 
structed in this  _ powerful 
documentary about the black- 
listing of Hollywood personajities 
who refused to cooperate with a 
Congressional committee s investi- 
gation of possible involvement

There were nineteen Hollywood 
creative people who were 
subpoenaed by the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American activities 
in .October 1947. Ten of them 
were called and they refused to be 
cooperative witnesses. Most of the 
film footage covers this period and

later after their careers were set 
back or ruined. 

The hearing in 1947 came to a 
halt after the eleventh man，

The play is asensitive and 
gentle tragic-comedy about isola- 
tion 一 two peoples 一 a lonely old 
boiler man secretly in love with a 
beautiful widow who has isolated 
herself from society for three years 
because she has no teeth. Kashi- 
wagiis able to focus on the exploi- 
tation and oppression Sympto- 
matic of prison camp life by the 
Simple device of a woman's pair of 
teeth. But the teeth become much 
more than a Simple panacea for a 
simple problem. Itis a symbol of 
degradation and humiliation mot 
only for the widow who must hide 
her beanutiful face behind a veil 
but for the Japanese people whose 
property and pride was extracted 
from them and who suffered a loss 
of face. 

Ironically，the camp dentist is 
the very same one Who removed 
all of the widow's teeth .prior to 
internment. He is now Practicing 
the Same exploitation in camPp as 
he was out of camp 一 accepting 
gift bribes from indigent women 
for his cuisory care， When the 
widow comes to him once again 
for the teeth，he again refuses 
her 一 on the same grounds as 
before 一 that he is leaving in two 
Weeks to _ become a jieutenant in 
the army.
